This estimate was given in a 
summary based on _ testimony 
of scientists at hearings 
month. 

The summary was made pub- 
lic a day aiter President Eisen- 
hower announced a new series 
of underground nuclear tests, 
possibly starting before the end 
of this year. One major purpose 
of the new test proggam is to 
help develop a detection system. 

The congressional report was 
compiled at the direction of 
Senator Clinton P. Anderson 
(Dem.), New Mexico, chairman 
of the joint committee; . Repre- 
sentative Chet Holifield (Dem.), 
California, chairman of a _ sub- 
committee on radiation, and 
Representative Melvin Price 
(Dem.), Illinois, chairman of 
the subcommittee on research 
and development. 

The testimony included in the 
summary was given by physi- 
cists and other scientists, among 
them Dr. Hans Bethe, Dr. Ed- 
ward Teller, Dr. Harold Urey 
and Dr. Alvin C. Graves. 

No Tests Since 1958. 

The summary-analysis notes 
that the United States has con- 
ducted no tests since the fall of 
1958, and before that only one 
United States underground shot, 
in 1957, .had been conducted 
which could be used for detec- 
tion estimates. It also ‘com- 
mented that: 

“The possibilities and prob- 
lems of detection and identifica- 
tion of nuclear test explosions, 
as a part of a test ban control 
system discussed at Geneva for 
the past 18 months, have become 
questions of great national and 
international importance. The 
summit meetings beginning May 
16, 1960, and follow-up discus- 
sions at Geneva and elsewhere 
in succeeding weeks and monthg, 
will undoubtedly consider 
matters extensively.”

| JODRELL BANK, England, 
_May 9 (AP)—America’s Pioneer 
V space rocket sent more scien- 
| tific data back today from | 
8,200,000 miles out in space. It | 
| was the longest-range radio re- 
| ception in history. 

A spokesman at Jodrell Bank, 
site of Britain’s giant radio tele- 
scope, said. the signals were 
“‘loud and clear.” 


Pioneer’s 150-watt transmitter 


_was first triggered yesterday by 
a signal from Jodrell Bank, and 
90 seconds later the satellite's 
reply came back, 8,000,000 miles 
away. 

The signals included data on 
cosmic radiation, charged par- 
'ticle energies, magnetic field 
| phenomena and solar flares. The 
information was relayed to head- 
| quarters of the United States 
| National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration in Los Angeles. 

NASA said the decision to put 
the 150-watt transmitter in oper- 
ation was made when it became 
apparent that a five-watt trans- 
mitter had reached its transmis- 
sion limit. The 150-watt trans- 
mitter is expected to keep the 
earth in contact with Pioneer V 
eight more months until the 
satellite is nearly 
| miles from earth.

States’s 2,225,000 dependent chil- 
dren is “niggardly’’ Robert H. 
MacRae, executive director of 
the Welfare Council e Metro- 
politan Chicago, said here yes- 
terday, 

The average payment in one 
month last year under Aid to 
Dependent Children programs 
was Only $26.68, MacRae told 650 
social workers attending the 
opening session of the Southwest 
Regional Conference of the 
Child Welfare League of 
America 

The four-way conference is 
being held at the Statler Hilton 
Hotel. 

MacRae said he doubted that 
this type of financial aid re- 
flected ‘‘a genuine concern for 
the welfare of children.” He 
questioned whether health and 
decency could be maintained 
under such a program. 


‘Federal grants to supoort 
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special services to children have 
been available since 1935," Mac- 
Rae riwted, “vet in 1959 almost 
half of the nation’s some 3000 
counties had no full-time public 
child welfare workers.” 


MacRae also called for more |

FIRST IMPRESSIONS always 
are important, a fact which is 
as true in the world of food as in 
any other area. This is why the 
first course sets the mood for 
the entire meal. There are many 
ways to start a meal. Frosty 
fruit juice, a cup of melon balls, 
a steaming cup of consomme all 
serve a purpose in menu plan- 
ning. 

The smart cook always is will- 
ing to learn from her neighbors, 
so let’s take a look at how home- 
makers start meals in other sec- 
tions of the country. 

In Wisconsin, a steaming bowl 
of velvet cream soup may serve 
as a symbol of the nation’s dairy- 
land. In keeping with the trend 
toward convenience foods, this 
may be one of the condensed 
cream soups—cream of chicken, 
mushroom or celery. Add the 
richness of fresh milk or cream, 
then, just before serving, top each 
bowl with slivers of Swiss or 
Muenster cheese, and the meal 
is off to a hearty, warming start. 


Down in Charleston, S.C., it is 
a sure bet that the first course of 
the meal will be shellfish. Fre- 
quently this will be shrimp 
served on a bed of ice with a spe- 
cial hot sauce of catsup, Parme- 
san cheese, worcestershire sauce 
and onion, made like this: 


Charleston Shrimp Sauce. 
One cup tomato catsup. 
One-half cup grated Parmesan 

cheese. 
One-half cup worcestershire 
sauce. 
One-fourth cup water. 
One small onion, minced. 
One tablespoon butter or mar- 
garine. 
One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 
Combine ingredients in sauce- 
pan; simmer 30 minutes. Chill 
until two hours before serving 


- over shrimp or other seafood. 


Yield: one and three-fourths 
cups. 


The custom of serving salad as 
a first course originated in south- 
ern California. The first course 
in this sunny land might be a 
bow! of chilled, crisp greens with 
a simple dressing. The avocado 
also is a great favorite with Cali- 
fornians, so another choice for 
the appetizer frequently is a 
cocktail of avocado and celery 
served with this zesty sauce: 


Avocado Cocktail. 
Two-thirds cup tomato catsup. 
One-fourth cup diced celery. 
*One tablespoon vinegar. 

One teaspoon sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon worcester- 
shire sauce. 

Two or three ripe avocados. 

One tablespoon vinegar. 

Two or three cups water. 

Combine the first six ingredi- 
ents; chill. 

Peel avocado, cut in half 
lengthwise; remove seed. Slice 
into pieces or chunks. Place in 


vinegar-water mixture to prevent }(; 


avocados from turning brown. 
Drain; arrange on lettuce. Serve 
with chilled dressing. 
Yield: four to six servings. 
*One tablespoon lemon juice 
may be substituted. 


On hot, dusty days in Oklahoma 
or the Texas Panhandle, what 
clears the palate for good things 
to come? Tomato juice garnished 
with crushed mint leaves or 
zipped up with a few spices—or 
this cool, cool 


Tomato Frost. 

One can (six and one-fourth 
ounces) concentrated tomato 
juice, diluted with three cans 
water. 

One tablespoon sugar. 

One tablespoon lemon juice. 

One-half teaspoon worcester- 
shire sauce. 

One-half teaspoon onion salt. 

One-half teaspoon celery salt. 


One-fourth teaspoon prepared | 


horseradish. 

Blend ingredients with rotary 
beater. Turn into refrigerator 
tray; freeze to a soft mush, stir- 
ring occasionally (about two 
hours). Beat a few strokes with 
rotary beater to fluff. Serve im- 
mediately in chilled cocktail 
glasses; garnish with a sprig= of 
parsley. 

Yield: four servings. 


On what mysterious note is the 
dinner gong struck in San Fran- 
cisco’s Chinatown? Frequently 
it’s Snowdrop Soup, a rich, clear 
chicken broth with a provocative 
hint of sweet and sour (egg yolks 
and 4 touch of sugar and lemon 
juice) and a generous amount 
of fluffy rice. 

Thin rings of onion are cooked 
in the seasoned broth until ten- 
der crisp, then ‘‘snowdrops” of 
frothy egg whites are dropped on 
the soup and the combination is 
gently boiled for 10 minutes. 


Snowdrop Soup. 

One can (1044 ounces) con- 
densed chicken with rice soup, 
diluted with equal quantity of 
water. 

One small onion, thinly sliced, 
separated into rings. 

One tablespoon lemon juice. 

One teaspoon sugar. 

Two eggs, separated. 

Combine first four ingredients 
in saucepan; cook until onion 
rings are tender crisp. Mix one- 
half cup soup with egg yolks; 
stir mixture slowly into soup; 
continue cooking. : 

Meanwhile beat egg whites 
until stiff; drop by tablespoons 
onto soup. Boil gently 10 min- 
utes. Pour into serving bowl; 
sprinkle egg white drops with 
parsley, . 

Yield: four to six servings.

Double-Ring 
Frozen Fruit 
Meringue 


HERE IS a new answer to the 
question of what to serve for 
a spring bridal shower. Not 
cake, not pie, not ice cream— 
but a double-ring of meringue 
filled with colorful frozen fruits. 
Choose from frozen _ sliced 
peaches, raspberries, whole 
strawberries or cherries, accord- 
ing to your color scheme or per- 
sonal preference. In the photo- 
graph one frozen fruit was used 
for the filling, another as an ac- 
cent. 


The meringue may be baked 
the day before, if desired, but 
the filling should be added short- 
ly before serving. 

A layer of unsweetened 
whipped cream spread in the 
hollow of the meringue adds 
richness to the dessert and pre- 
vents soaking of meringue. 

The fruit should defrost ap- 
proximately six hours in the 
food compartment of the re- 
frigerator, or approximately two 
hours at room temperature be- 
fore draining the juice to use in 
preparing the glaze for the 
fruit.

Meringue may be filled with 
whipped cream and fruit several 
hours before serving, but should 
not stand with filling in it over- 
night. 

To make fruit fillir. drain 
fruit and sprinkle it with lemon 
juice. Keep it chilled while 
thickening juice. Add enough 
water to juice, if needed, to 
make one cup. 

Mix the cornstarch, salt and 
sugar in saucepan and add to 
the juice. Stir these ingredients 
together over low heat until 
sauce is thickened and clear. 
Let stand to cool, then chill in 
refrigerator. 

At serving time, whip cream 
but do not sweeten. Spoon most 
of it into bottom of double-ring 
meringue, reserving a small 
amount for garnish. Arrange 
fruit in rings, then pour thick- 
ened juice over. Garnish with 


whipped cream and more fruit 
if desired.

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REPORTS ON DRUGS 
FOR MENTALLY ILL 


Tranquilizing drugs used for 
treating the mentally ill cause 
alterations in the brain wave 
pattern greater than hitherto 
suspected, Dr. Anton F. Heusler, 
St. Louis psychiatrist, reported 
in Mexico City last week. 

Dr. Heusler, chief of research 
at St. Louis State Hospital, ad- 
dressed the section on clinical 
electroencephalography at the 
Pan American Medical Associa- 
tion’s thirty - fifth ae 
meeting. 

He told of brain wave studies 
on 21 St. Louis State Hospital 
patients who received tranquil- 
izing drugs. He said the drugs @ 
caused pnysiological changes in | 
the brain, persisting for varying | 
periods after administration had 
been stopped. 

‘‘All changes noted were re- 
versible,” Dr. Heusler said, in- 
dicating that after a while the 
changes caused by the drugs dis- 
appeared. 

Associated with Dr. Heusler in 
the research, which was done in 
the last year, were Dr. George A. 


Ulett, medical director at Mal- 
colm Bliss Hospital, and Dr. Jo- 
seph D. Callahan, resident physi- 
cian at St. Louis State Hospital. 

The research was described as 
part of a continuing study of the 
effects of various drugs in’ im- 
proving behavior of mental pa- 


tients. Tranquilizers have been 
increasingly employed in psycho- 
therapy in recent years. 

An electroencephalogram is a | 
graphic recording of electrical 
currents developed in the brain. 
In the current study, eight silver 
disk electrodes were applied to 
co-operative patients in getting 
the records. 


All patients received a series 
of four drugs in increased dosag- 
es for a period of three weeks. 
Their brain wave patterns were 
recorded at the time of maxi- 
mum dose, and at intervals fol- 
lowing withdrawal of the drug. 

“Clearly these are potent 
drugs which are capable of pro- 
ducing a great variety of chang- 
es in the EEG (electroencephalo- 
gram),”’ Dr. Heusler reported. 

The St. Louis study was said 
to be the first to be made on 
a comparative basis, with the 
same persons receiving a series 
of differeni drugs.

HARRY S. ASHMORE won 
nation-wide acclaim and the 
1958 Pulitzer Prize for his 
editorials on the school inte- 


gration crisis at Little Rock, 
Ark. Ashmore was then ex- 
ecutive editor of the Arkansas 
Gazette. 


The citation accompanying 
the 1958 Pulitzer Prize 
praised the ‘‘forcefulness, dis- 
passionate analysis and clar- 
ity of his editorials on the 
school integration conflict” in 
Little Rock. Ashmore’s edi- 
torials were, in many cases, 
written under deadline pres- 
sure. During the crisis, he 
worked 18 to 20 hours a day 
under conditions of tension 
and difficulty. 


Many of his fellow-citizens 
and fellow - journalists cred- 
ited him with a major share 
in helping restore order in the 
community through his mod- 
erate position. 


Ashmore was born in 
Greenville, S.C. Both his

To Use the Post Office 

Though I do so in the full knowl- 
edge of being considered a hopeless 
dreamer, I should like to call atten- 
tion to a few points about the Old 
Post Office. 

1. It is a sad commentary on our 
civic affairs when the building 
about which has centered some of 
the city’s largest commercial ven- 
tures should itself be destroyed be- 
eause of the very progress which 
ft itself has fostered. 

2. Rather the building should be 
rehabilitated after the fashion 
shown in the Murphy and Mackey 
d-awings and be the center of a 
city walking area stretching per- 
haps from Seventh to Ninth streets 
and from Olive to St. Charles. 


3. The Old Post Office itself cou!d 
be converted —at relatively small 
cost despite Mr. Wright's glib esti- 
mates—into the official commercial 
center of downtown St. Louis, In 
the building might be housed an 
Information Center, the offices of 
the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, the 
Associated Retailers and kindred 
organizations—even, indeed, Down- 
town Incorporated. 

The only other building of similar 
character, the Merchants Exchance, 
was disficured and finally de- 
stroyed without more than a word 
of protest on the part of anyone. 
With it. went one of the great nine- 
teenth century interiors, the Trad- 
‘ag Room. Don't let’s fall again 
into the trap of mere economics 
and arithmetic without giving the 
matter careful examination. 

The Old Post Office is not one of 
the most beautiful buildings in the 
world. But it is beautifully built 
and a most interesting building 
which, with a little taste and ingen- 
uity, could become a focal point of 
interest in our city. The eye of 
imagination sees it cleaned, with 
trees planted about it, window 
boxes on its broad sills and gen- 
erally both a festive and active 
focal point for downtown St. Louis. 

The Mint in San Francisco, one 
of the few remaining buildings built 
by the same architect, has been 
declared a national monument and 
turned over to the city for other 
than federal use.

Investigate! 


A careful, responsible congressional inves- 
tigation of the intélligence operations which 
culminated in the shooting down of an Amer- 
ican spy plane deep in Russian territory 
seems to us clearly called for. 

The Eisenhower Administration says this 
disastrous adventure which has given the 
Soviets a great propaganda victory was under- 
taken without orders from Washington. In that 
case two questions urgently need answering. 

Do our intelligence operatives enjoy so 
much free-wheeling authority that they can 
touch off an incident of grave international 
import by low-level decisions unchecked by 

responsible policy-making power? 

Or, if intelligence activities are subject to 
any kind of general policy control, as they 
should be, why were they not in this case and 
at this particular time restrained from action 
so obviously fraught with danger to peace 
and good international relations?

Admittedly a congressional investigation 
into matters of such delicate security import 
would have its risks. But the risks need to 
be taken in the interest of clarifying the na- 
ture of policy control over military activities 
capable of plunging us into war. It is not 
hard to imagine an incident like this trigger- 
ing a Soviet rocket attack upon our overseas 
bases and thereby touching off a full-scale 
conflict. Congress néeds to know why and 
how this could happen. 

A responsible investigation could be con- 
ducted, with its public report screened to pro- 
tect essential security interests. The need 
for an independent review of an exploit which 
on its face suggests either irresponsibility or 
stupidity outweighs the risks. 

It is easy enough to say that everybody 
engages in espionage and that the only mis- 
fortune is in getting caught. But aerial map- 
ping of bombing targets is something different 
from the ordinary run of espionage. It is 
the kind of action we would bitterly resent if 
applied to us. It is the kind of action that is 
appropriate to wartime, or brink of wartime, 
but is highly provocative at any other time. 
Congress ought to find out whether the re- 
sults obtained justify the hazards run.

Nor should the investigators neglect to in- 
quire into the circumstances which placed 
our country before the world in the light of 
a bare-faced liar. The cock-and-bull story 
which Khrushchev trapped the State Depart- 
ment into telling about weather observation 
flights in Turkey was a disaster not merely 
because Khrushchev could expose it as false, 
but, more basically, just because it was a lie. 

It is not beyond the bounds of possibility 
that somebody deliberately undertook an ad- 
venture calculated to inflame international 
suspicions on the eve of the summit confer- 
ence. If this is so, Congress needs to know 
it. Congress needs to know, above all, what 
kind of policy control is called for to prevent 
military officials from creating situations that 
seriously impair the standing of the nation 
before the world. 


Of Poets and Flannel 


There probably are some American poets 
who despite all their good will toward Robert 
Frost, feel a little umbrageous about his sug- 
gestion that Congress declare them to be the 
equals of big business. They might have 
taken a little more kindly to his first tenta- 
tive suggestion that they be declared the 
equals of scientists. Some scientists at least 
also have a bit of a flair for the exotic and the 
bizarre. 

Most poets nowadays, of course, have given 
up the garret, but it is a question whether 
many of them are ready for the gray flannel 
suit. Even when a poet runs an insurance 
company for his bread and butter, he likes a 
little poetic license. 

Poets probably back Frost’s recommenda- 
tion of a national academy of culture. They 
are not averse to the recognition which he 
says this would bring them. And if any 
American dreams of the gaudy-gold uniform 
of the French? Academy, he surely is a poet. 

To be more crass, most of our poets are 
academics. On the campus they have come to 
know the foundations and their grants. And 
the culture academy sounds mighty like grants 
for poets. A few would do no harm. 

But it is all too probable that Poet Frost’s 
suggestions and the poetic spirit in which he 
made them will come to nought—undone by 
those hard-souled characters who insist that 
there no longer are any real poets.

The Man Who Killed Trotsky 


After 19 years, 8 months and 14 days, 
Mexico has freed Jacques Mornard, correctly 
named Ramon Mercader, the man who was 
never to go free. At least those who knew 
most about him believed that even after the 
expiration of his 20-year sentence and despite 
his exemplary behavior as a prisoner, he 
would be kept in custody on one charge or 
another simply because it would not be safe 
for him to be free. 

Mornard, as he insists on calling himself, 
is the man who killed Leon Trotsky in a 
suburb of Mexico City on August 20, 1940. 
That murder was the culmination of. a fan- 
tastically secretive conspiracy, and a shocking 
demonstration of how far Stalin’s fear- 
strengthened arm could reach. If Lenin was 
the ruthlessly dialectical brain of the Russian 
revolution, Trotsky was its more glamorous, 
more emotion-warming man-of-action, the 
radical editor from New York who created 
and commanded the Red Army which made 
Russia “safe for Communism.” 

After Lenin’s death, a break between 
Trotsky and Stalin, the self-centered Red 
Caesar, was inevitable. Trotsky was no longer 
safe in Russia and, as it turned out, not even 
his last haven in Mexico. It is by now fairly 
well established that Stalin’s man-hunt was 
conducted by Mornard’s mother, the Cuban 
Caridad Mercader who later fought in the 
Spanish civil war, was disillusioned in Mos- 
cow, and now keeps herself secluded in Paris. 
With an MVD paramour, she went to Mexico 
and set. the stage for her son’s crime. The 


son, however, has maintained an unbroken 
silence, perhaps to spare his mother, or per- 
haps to expose himself as little as possible 
to reprisals. 

Yet what lies ahead for Stalin’s best-known 
trigger-man’? He can hardly expect to be 
welcomed in Russja now under the rule of 
Khrushchev, the man who smashed the Stalin 
cult. Old Stalinists must fear him as a man 
who knows too much. The police of most 
countries must be apprehensive of him as 
a likely candidate for assassination. Mexico 
declared him an undesirable alien and secret- 
ly deported him to Castro’s unqguiet Cuba. 
And that does not seem a likely sanctuary for 
the object of deadly intrigues. But unless the 
man was an ignorant tool, blindly obedient 
to others, how much he could tell of what led 
to the end of Leon Trotsky! 


An Issue to Be Faced 

No mention of income tax withholding oc- 
curred in the speech with which Attorney 
General John M. Dalton formally opened his 
campaign for the Democratic gubernatorial 
nomination. Yet pay-as-you-go taxation is one 
of the major issues confronting this revenue- 
hungry state. 

Speaking at Kennett, Mr. Dalton said there 
would be no new tax levies unless they were 
actually needed. He would favor a study of 
the revenue problem to see whether there 
were loopholes in tax collection, and whether 
the state government was economical. 

The Attorney General has been involved in 
Missouri state affairs for a long time—in 
fact, it has been said that he has had his eye 
on the governorship for a long time. He 
ought to know some answers to the ques- 
tions he asked without having to propose 
further study. 

Moreover, Mr. Dalton knows that Missouri 
cannot improve its public services without 
additional revenue. He suggested as much. 
He stated that colleges need better financial 
support, that the problems of the mentally 
ill, handicapped children and the impov- 
erished aged need more consideration. 

None of these needs can be met without 
more tax revenue, and income tax withhold- 
ing is the best proved means of halting eva- 
sion and increasing income without higher 
tax rates. Eighteen of the 32 states using 
income taxes employ the pay-as-you-go sys- 
tem. Six adopted it last year alone. The 
Missouri Legislature considered it seriously 
for the first time, and undoubtedly will face 
the issue again next year. 

Withholding already has appeared as an 
issue in one state race—that for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for State Treasurer. One 
candidate is Revenue Director Milton Carpen- 
ter, who has said withholding might save 
Missouri $8,000,000 in revenue. Another can- 
didate is Revenue Collector Albert S. Aren- 
son, who opposes the views of his superior. 
Mr. Arenson favors study and a search for 
tax loopholes. ‘While he echoes sentiments 
of some employer groups against withholding, 
at least he has taken a stand. 

Since there is no reasonable way to avoid 
the issue, it behooves Attorney General Dal- 
ton and other gubernatorial candidates to 
take a stand. The other Democratic candi- 
dates are James G. Cox of Wellston, George 
Roberts of Westboro, Milton Morris of Kan- 
sas City and Roy E. Glidewell of Springfield. 
The Republicans are Jewett M. Fulkerson of 
Liberty, State Representative. William B. 
Ewald of Kirkwood, State Representative Ed- 
ward G. Farmer Jr. of Joplin and Harry C. 
Timmerman of Sullivan. 

On tax problems, Candidate Dalton said, 
“You’ve got to show me first.” This is an 
old Missouri question which voters may well 
put to the candidates about withholding among 
other issues. How say you, gentlemen? 


No Explanation Needed 

President Eisenhower has never given a 
satisfactory explanation for his refusal to re- 
appoint Federal Power Commissioner William 
P. Connole, the one strong friend the con- 
sumers had on the FPC. But in late March, 
in answer to a request for a new message on 
gas legislation from Representative Page Bel- 
cher of Oklahoma, the President wrote: “I 
feel sure that everyone clearly understands 
my position ...I have strongly favored the 
elimination of public utility-type regulation 
of producers of natural gas.” Mr. Connole 
insisted on such regulation, and was backed 
by the Supreme Court. Now he is gone. Ev- 
eryone, no doubt, clearly understands. 


More Strings on Foreign Aid 

Congressional efforts to attach political 
strings to foreign aid apparently are persist- 
ing. A report from Washington says the char- 
ter for the billion-dollar International De- 
velopment Association is in trouble in the 
House Banking Committee over a proposed 
amendment that would bar loans to the 
United Arab Republic while the Suez Canal 
is closed to Israeli shipping. 

A bloc in the committee, understood. to be 
headed by Representative Abraham Multer 
of New York, a strong supporter of Israel, is 
seeking as a minimum a pledge by the Ad- 
ministration that the United States will not 
approve a loan to Cairo until the canal is 
open. The charter is the result of interna- 
tional agreement and a United States amend- 
ment to forbid loans would wreck the praise- 
worthy venture. It would require renegotia- 
tion of the charter and would mean that 
some countries, including all the Arab states, 
would refuse to join. The suggested pledge 
would patently give the new organization a 
political purpose. 

Like the Senate amendment to the foreign 
aid bill, designed to discourage help to the 
U.A.R. until the canal issue is settled, the 
bank charter move is the wrong way to seek 
a praiseworthy end. Yet such moves are in- 
evitable so long as Nasser gets away with 
violating his international obligations to per- 
mit free transit of the canal. Our Govern- 
ment can do much to solve the problem if it 
will act energetically to open the canal, per- 
haps by persuading the disputants to take the 
issue to the world court. 


Bonds for Sewers 

A potential health hazard in St. Louis county 
will be eliminated if residents of the Mattese 
Sanitary Sewer District vote on Tuesday in 
favor of issuing $289,000 in general obligation 
bonds and $410,000 in sewer revenue bonds 
to construct sewers, The district, which con- 
tains 684 structures, is too small for inclusion 
in the Metropolitan Sewer District, but is 
badly in need of a sewage system. The bond 
issue proposal failed two years ago; we hope 
it succeeds this time.

‘ No Better Way Than Law 


Acceptance of World Court Jurisdiction Urged by Bar Leader

President Eisenhower has said: 
“Man’s hope for world peace does 
not rest in opposing armed camps but 
in an idea. That idea is the concept 
of a rule of law as the means for set- 
tling disputes among sovereign states.” 


In his recent statements and speech- 
es during his missions to foreign lands 
he has said repeatedly that a major 
plank in our peace program is “‘to ad- 
vance the rule of law in the world.” 

In India he said: 
‘Plainly, one foun- 
The Mirror dation stone in this 
structure is the In- 
of . _ ternational Court 
of Justice. It is 
heartening to note 
that a strong 
movement is afoot 
in many parts of the world to increase 
acceptance of the obligatory jurisdic- 
tion of that Court. I congratulate 
India on the leadership and vision she 
has shown in her new deciaration ac- 
cepting its jurisdiction.” 

The President’s recommendation 
that we eliminate the so-called Con- 
nally or self-judging reservation to our 
acceptance of the jurisdiction of the 
World Court has encountered opposi- 
tion. Under that reservation we our- 
selves decide in each case filed against 
the United States in that Court wheth- 
er it involves international or domestic 
issues. Since international rights are

. reciprocal, any nation we sue has the 


same privilege. In effect this makes 
the Court’s jurisdiction dependent upon 
consent of all parties in each case. 


A Record of Dismissal 


Under the United Nation’s Charter 
the Court may exercise jurisdiction 
over international issues only and it 
is expressly prohibited from deciding 
domestic issues. 


Since the World Court came into ex- 
istence 14 years ago, we have filed 
seven complaints there. Four have 
been against Russia and one against 
Bulgaria for shooting down our air- 
planes. All five were dismissed as 
Russia and Bulgaria refused to con- 
sent to the Court’s jurisdiction. Also 
dismissed for the same reason was 
our suit against Czechoslovakia for 
forcing one of our airplanes to land 
in that country. Our claim of special 
treaty rights for Americans in Moroc- 
co was upheld against that nation. A 
complaint by Italy against the United 
States to recover gold looted in World 
War II apd a claim by» Switzerland 
against us to recover German assetg 
confiscated in World War II were dis- 
missed on jurisdictional grounds. Thus, 
of nine cases, we have won one and 
eight were dismissed. 


Cardinal to our ideals is the rule of 
law. And cardinal to the rule of law 
is application of the moral principles 
of that rule in courts in resolving dis- 
putes. The institution of the court is 
therefore basic to the rule of law at 
home and abroad. 


The idea of the rule of law, of de- 
ciding disputes by facts and reason in 
courthouses rather than by nuclear 
bombs via missiles on far-flung battle- 
fields, is an idea electrifying in portent 
and one that is second to none in po- 
tential. We should not hesitate to 
sponsor it with all our ability. 

Sovereignty is the scare word in this 
area of development of legal rules for 
the world community. Without a

proper understanding of sovereignty, 
much misunderstanding and confusion 
arises on the World Court issue. It is 
often charged that we would be giving 
up our sovereignty if we agree to al- 
low the World Court to decide interna- 
tionfl legal disputes. Nothing could be 
farther from the truth—it is a use and 
exercise of sovereignty to help create 
world peace. 


The major charge against the World 
Court is that it may exceed its juris- 
diction if the Connally reservation is 
removed. Interestingly enough, in 14 
years of operation it never has ex- 
ceeded its jurisdiction. And perhaps 
more significant, not one single case 
can be cited where the Court has ever 
been charged by anyone with exceed- 
ing its international law jurisdiction 
in the slightest. And in more than 25 
years of operation the World Court it 
succeeded—the League of Nations Per- 
manent Court of International Justice 
—never once exceeded its jurisdiction. 
If performance is proof, “fear” on 
this score is groundless. 

Another fear issue is couched in the 
charge that two of the 15 judges are 
Communists. I think the best answer 
to this ‘‘fear’’ is to pose the question 


of just how the Court must look to 
the Communists themselves, With only 
two Iron Curtain votes out of 15, their 
influence certainly is not numerically 
great. Interestingly enough, the Ton- 
del report states that its study reveals 
these Communist judges have con- 
ducted themselves as judges on the 
legal problems before the Court. 


Nothing in the 14-year record of the 
World Court indicates we should dis- 
trust it. It has done a good job on 
the few cases it has had. It has con- 
ducted itself in the highest traditions 
of the judicial concept. It has strictly 
confined itself to its specific specified 
jurisdiction in international legal mat- 
ters. It has rejected pleas that it take 
jurisdiction of cases within the domes- 
tic jurisdiction of nations. On such a 
record, fear that the Court will exceed 
its jurisdiction is grossly unwarranted. 


Further, if the Court did do the un- 
expected and render a decision on a 
matter we consider to be domestic 
rather than international, enforcement 
of that decision can be vetoed in the 
U.N. Security Council. We can also 
withdraw from the Court itself within 
six months under our current declara- 
tion or we could by a new declaration 
provide for immediate withdrawal from 
the Court. Such are ample safeguards 
against the fear of departure by the 
Court from its past precedents and the 
assuming by the Court of a jurisdic- 
tion which it does not have. 


The greatest need of our day is for 
leadership. Leaders who can visualize 
and utilize the dramatic scientific ad- 
vances of our day for man’s benefit 
rather than his death. 


Let us tell the whole world the rule 
of law is the best regulator to chan- 
nelize control and govern new scien- 
tific advances for man’s beneficial use. 
And let us assert and prove that the 
institution of law in a Court is the 
best peaceful method for decision of 
disputes both nationally and interna- 
tionally, We know from experience 
there is no better way.

Between Book Ends _Big-Business Wizard 


THE LINCOLN LORDS, by Cameron 
Hawley. (Little, Brown, 556 pgs., $5.) 
The modern American novelist has 

little love for the modern American 

big-business man. He writes of the 
big-business man’s greed, ambition 
and ruthlessness. 

These charges 

amount to a diag- 

onal indictment of 
our way of life. 

It is a refreshing 
virtue in novelist 
Hawley that he de- 
fends the Ameri- 
can big - business 
man and, by. ex- 
tension, the entire 
American position. 
In “Cash McCall,” 
an earlier novel, Hawley’s interior ef- 
fort was as admirable as his over-all 
concept, but in “The Lincoln Lords,” 
his interior presentation is less per- 
suasive. — 

Business wizard Lincoln Lord is 
Hawley’s central figure, Lord (as 
much a deity as his name) behaves 
rationally for the most part although 
the reader is generally not certain 
of this. The reader is also left to 
decide whether Lord and Lord’s high- 
er echelon coll play an essen- 
tial role between business imagination 
and business execution or whether 
they are merely parasitical brain- 
pickers. |

On the romantic side, the author 
starts out with a triangle which hap- 
pily resolves itself into a square. Lord 
proves to be a one-woman man. His 
corporate affections, however, are less 
stable. He deflects from one large 
firm to another, leaving. one to won- 
der whether he does this like a young 
man seeking his eventual true love or 
an irresponsible young buck “playing 
the field.” 


Thus in several ways the true nature 
of Lincoln Lord is subject to conjec- 
ture, In one respect, however, he is 
quite easily defined. He is as omnipo- 
tent as a Dumas Musketeer. He has 
magical powers over all who cross 
business swords with him. What is 
worse, the reader cannot discern the 
secret of his awesome thrust. One 
such thrust impales a competitor cor- 
poration in a four day set-to, In a 
minor scuffle, he raises a great deal 
of money using his own eloquence and 
another man’s ideas. 

Hawley is inclined to be long-winded, 
an attribute admirable only in a great 
novel or on a cinder-tra Passages 
dealing with Lord’s corporate maneu- 
vering and juggins might well have 
been pruned. This, plus the fact that 
Lincoln Lord never becomes more 
than a good, unrealized idea, prompts 
the comment that the hell] of authors 
is also paved with good intentions.

A new form of co-operation be- 
tween scientists and laymen has | 


been pioneered by the Greater 
St. Louis Citizens’ Committee 
for Nuclear Information, Dr. 
Margaret Mead, widely known 
anthropologist, said here ‘last 
night. 

Dr. Mead, associate curator of 
ethnology at the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History in New 
York, spoke at the committee’s 
second annual meeting at the 
Heman Park Community Center, 
University City. 

The St. Louis committee has 
received a $10,000 grant from 
the J. M. Kaplan Fund of New 
York, it was announced at the 
meeting, which was attended by 
about 550 persons. 

Dr. Mead said the committee’s 
program provided an answer to 
scientists who had sought, since 
World War II, to find ways in 
which they “could discharge 
their newly awakened sense of 
responsibility without encroach- 
ing On the right of citizens of a 
free country to make policy de- 
cisions.”’ 

“In some instances, groups of 
scientists with the same political 
opinions have banded together,”’ 
she said. ‘‘Others have proposed 
that scientists be given more 
control over public affairs. 
Neither of these solutions has 
been satisfactory.” 

The St. Louis committee for 
nuclear information has received 
national and international ac- 
claim for establishing its form 
of co-operation, she said. 

“The scientists inform; the 
citizens help create a situation 
within which the scientists’ in- 
formation can be used,” Dr.

Twain’s Fun Lost 


By Overexposure 


NEW YORK, May 9. 

I NEVER THOUGHT I'd be around to see the day when 
Mark Twain was suffering from overexposure on television 
but he’s leaning dangerously in that direction. So far, Twain 
has been portrayed this year by Melvyn Douglas on the 
Heritage show, by Twain 
himself on old photographs 
with Howard Lindsay 
doing the vocal, and most 
recently by Franchot Tone 
on Playhouse 90's ‘‘The 
Shape of the River.” 

Ahead of us KSD-TV, 
7:30 p.m. C.D.T., this 
Friday lies another one, 
“Roughing It,” with James 
Daly playing the humorist. 
(I expect him to take a 
deep puff from that cigar, 
exhale slowly and look out 
from under those beetling 
brows and say: ‘‘Are you 
smoking more and enjoy- 
ing it less?’’) So far, I 
have found Melvyn Doug- 
las’s the most persuasive 
ERANCHOT TONE as pation vega = 

gusto and with a rich 

TWAIN. twang in his voice that 

went well with the words he spoke. Twain himself would have 

chuckled with delight at the thought of critics debating the 
merits of one actor as against another, playing Twain. 

Franchot Tone’s performance started by annoying me 
severely, mostly because it seemed to be about 90 per cent 
Tone and very little Twain. But it grew and grew into a 
remarkable performance, partly because the makeup got 
closer to the recognizable, but mostly I think because he got 
more deeply into the part. It was a sad, sad recital, though, 
starting with his bankruptcy and proceeding rémorselessly 
through the deaths of two daughters and one wife. 
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Through it all, Twain plodded wearily cracking 
jokes on lecture platforms in an attempt to pay back 
his creditors. (“Some of us can’t stand prosperity. 
Another man’s I mean.) Twain said many funny 
things but all the writers seem to be using the same 
ones. Or perhaps they just seem the same because no 
one else’s wisecracks have quite the same ring as 
Twain’s. 


Horton Foote, who wrote the script especially for Play- 
house 90, did an episodic job, revolving about the tragedies 
and emphasizing Twain’s home life, his domesticity. Well, 
that’s one way, though it misses much of the trenchant, 
bitter bite of the man. And all of the fun. My, it was a 
heart-breaking tale. I devoutly hope that ‘‘Roughing It” will 
be a little more full of the fun of Twain. 


I HAVE. JUST FINISHED reading the script of ‘Kicks- 
ville U.S.A.”’ which will be presented on World Wide 60 on 
NBC-TV June 4 with a terrible feeling that I have gone 
through all this before many, many times. Not that it isn’t 
an urgent problem. Not that this isn’t a fairly exhaustive 
review of the pertinent issues. It might even awaken some 
people to the dangers and just possibly prevent someone 
from becoming an addict. 


But I can’t avoid the nagging suspicion that 
attacking the dope problem is pretty much like coming 
out against the man-eating shark. In the centuries I 
have been listening to the radio and looking at televi- 
sion, I have watched the broadcasters come out four- 
square against bad housing, juvenile delinquency and 
all the forms of massacre. (On the Hungarian mas- 
sacres, massacres in Red China, massacres in Cuba, 
NBC’s position is unequivocal. They’re against mas- 
sacres.) 


But I can’t avoid the suspicion that some hard decision- 
making might be more useful. I fail to see what NBC 
accomplishes by this sort of documentary beyond salving its 
own conscience that it has done some good work which it 
can wave in front of the FCC the next time it gets 
investigated. I’d love to see NBC throw caution to the winds 
and come out with its own suggested solution to dope traffic.

This would take the 
money out of the racket which would get the Mafia 
out of it tomorrow, And devil take Harry Anslinger, 
head of the Bureau of Narcotics, who want to keep 
narcotics as his personal baby.

"Dear Dr. Molner: 

“IF A PERSON CONSUMED all the calories his body 
needed in one day, and he wanted to gain one pound, how 
many more calories would he need? Would the fact that the 
extra calories were coming from foods made up of fats, 
sugars or carbohydrates determine where the extra pound 
would be deposited? MRS. L. C.” 


Theoretically it would take 3500 extra calories to add that 
pound. In practice, it’s something else again. It would depend 
on how active you are. It also would depend on how fast you 
stuffed these calories into your protesting digestive system, 
and how thoroughly you absorbed them. So, actually, there 
would be a lot of variation. 

Question 2: We'll assume that you have added one pound, 
no matter how many calories were in the food you ate. 
You've got the pound. 


Generally speaking there are depots where we 
store the greater part of our excess fat: The abdomen, 
breast, buttocks. Those are the areas where we find 
the principal accumulations of fatty tissue. Therefore 
when we add excess fat, that’s where most of it goes. 


But some fat will distribute itself generally over the 
body.

“FROM RAGS to Riches,” a 
title so dear to Victorians, has 
been surpassed. ‘‘From Garbage 
Can to Castle’? might well be 
the title of the biography of a 
baby born near Paris last De- 
cember.

LOS ANGELES, May 9 

UNIVERSITY OF CALIFOR- 
NIA officials were a little dubious 
when an obscure Hollywood song- 
writer walked in cold one day 
and seriously suggested starting 
an extension course in ~popular 
songwriting. Their skepticism 
over the propriety of such a 
course on the campus of one of 
the nation’s finest universities 
turned to uneasiness when word 
got around to some of the faculty 
graybeards that the officials 
were even considering it. 

Amid some_ grumbling, the 
university extension people final- 
ly gave the green light to song- 
writer Hal Levy (whose chief 
claim to ASCAP fame was a 
juke box ditty called ‘Bang, 
Bang, Boogie’’) with the under- 
standing that if fewer than 15 
students turned up, the deal was 
off. That was in 1952. 

On opening night, they almost 
had to call out the riot squad. 
More than 125 would-be Rogers 
and Hammersteins, ranging in 
age from 16 to 75, tried to jam 
into the small classroom. They 
were policemen, doctors, house- 
wives, garage mechanics, law- 
yers, college teachers and teen- 
age hipsters. 

Today, eight years and more 
than a thousand students later, 
the course has been placed on 
an accredited basis, which 
means, of course, that a student 
who successfully completes a 
semester earns two credits to- 
ward a college degree. 

Levy’s students, however, are 
more interested in sheet music 
than sheepskins. 

During the past eight ears, a 
number of Levy’s students, in- 
cluding a Hollywood secretary 
and a medical supply salesman, 
have had songs accepted by 
some of the top recording com- 
panies. And this week, any scof- 
fers who still consider Levy’s 
classes a boondoggling experi- 
ment, will have to sing a dif- 
ferent tune. 

RCA-Victor Records, in an un- 
precedented venture, is bringing 
out a long-playing album, ‘‘Lady 
Lonely,” consisting of songs and 
lyrics composed entirely by stu- 
dents enrolled in Hal Levy’s 
classes at U.C.L.A. The lyrics 
of the title song were written 
by Bert Stout, a ceramist; the 
words and music of another num- 
ber, “If I Should Cry” were 
written by Paul Miller, a law- 
yer; ‘“‘You Taught Me How to 
Cry,” lyrics by Irwin Curris, an 
executive with a cement com- 
pany; ‘‘Blue It Grows,” lyrics by 
Stout and music by Paul Adams, 
salesman for a drug supply com- 
pany; “Love Has Come” with 
words and music by Zan Overall, 
an aircraft engineer; and ‘‘He 
Was a Man’’—lyrics by Gladys 
Rosenthal, housewife. 

Putting a new album on the 
national market is an expensive 
gamble and RCA-Victor thought 
about the project for two years 
before deciding to take a chance 
on the new talent. Record com- 
panies shy away from new ma- 
terial in albums and generally 
play it safe by using the pre- 
sold ‘‘standards,’’ songs which 
have been popular for years. The 
theory among record compa- 
nies is that albums are bought 
by adults (most single records 
are bought by teen-agers who 
want new stuff every week) and 
that adults will buy: only what 
they know and like. So, for a 
recording company to put out 
an album of new songs by un- 
known and_ virtually untried 
writers and composers is consid- 
ered in the industry as some- 
thing of a revolutionary gamble. 

To top it off, Hal Levy’s stu- 
dents chose as the vocal soloist 
for the album a 22-year-old Ne- 
gro girl named Toni Harper, who 
some may remember as a child 
singing star. The industry had 
considered her pretty much 
‘“‘washed-up” at the age of 12. 
RCA-Victor people figured as 
long as they were taking a 
chance on Hal Levy’s students, 
they might just as well go for 
broke. 

RCA-Victor has its fingers 
crossed and, in a way, so does 
U.C.L.A. The university authori- 
ties were privately delighted at 
the commercial recognition of 
their students’ work, but rather 
apprehensive about any exploita- 
tion of U.C.L.A.’s name in con- 
nection with the album. They 
made it clear that while it was 
perfectly all right to state the 
fact that this album was the 
work of extension students, there

was to be no suggestion that the 
university approved or spon- 
sored the project. 

If they have any anxieties 
about the album project, they 
no longer have any about Hal 
Levy’s popular _ songwriting 
classes, which share the same 
building on the campus with 
classrooms presided over by in- 
structors such as Jascha Heifetz 
and Madame Lotte Lehman. 
Levy had sold his alma mater 
on lyric writing by noting in his 
Original prospectus: ‘‘Gertrude 
Stein would have made one 
whale of a songwriter.” This 
the professors could dig. Levy 
argued that appreciation of good 
popular lyrics was only .an oc- 
tave below love of good poetry— 
that a line from Gray’s ‘“‘Elegy”’ 
such as “The curfew tolls the 
knell of parting day’’ was kiss- 
ing kin to ‘‘Wake the town and 
tell the people,” that ‘‘The low- 
ing herd winds slowly o’er the 
lea,”’ was just a few beats away 
from ‘‘Git along little doggie, 
git along.”’ 


The class is now one of the 
most popular spots on the eve- 
ning campus, and believed to 
be the only accredited college 
course of its kind in the coun- 
try. Many students come back, 
semester after semester, and 
Levy gets mail from aspiring 
songwriters in remote parts of 
the world, inquiring whether 
the university also has a corre- 
Spondence course. 

Levy’s classes ‘have _ the 
blessing of ASCAP, the pro-. 
fessional songwriters’ associa- 
tion, perhaps in the hope that 
it will combat the song-shark 
publishing houses. Irving Ber- 
lin once estimated the number 
of songwriters in the United 
States at 150,000, but Levy has 
come to the conclusion that the 
number of aspiring songwriters 
must be closer to 150,000,000. 


“Listen to some of today’s 
moneymaking lyrics,’’ says Levy. 
“Can anyone be blamed for say- 
ing to himself ‘If I can’t write 
something better than that...’ 
As a matter of fact, he often can, 
and does.”’ 

It is estimated that these ama- 
teur songwriters are annually 
bilked of some $3,000,000 by song- 
shark publishing houses, the fly- 
by-nights who prey on the hopes 
of these people with misleading 
advertising. If the songs pass 
muster, say these advertisements 
(usually carried in the shoddier 
pulp. magazines) the company 
will publish them—at a slight fee, 
of course. 

“For hundreds of thousands of 
these gullible people,”’ says Levy, 
“their Tin Pan Alley turns out 
to be a dead-end street.” 

Levy has enough headaches in 
trying to disabuse his own stu- 
dents about their chances of 
writing a hit song. With every 
new class, Levy finds it neces- 
sary to announce: ‘First thing I 
want to tell you is that I don’t 
know how to write a hit song. 
If I did, I’d write one myself. I 
can tell you that nobody writes 


a hit song. A hit song is some- 
thing that happens after a song 
is written. Nobody can tell you 
why or how. I want to make it 
clear that you are here simply 
to learn how to write better 
lyrics.”’ 

The new students are often 
skeptical, however. When famed 
songwriter, Johnny Mercer, came 
to class once as a guest lecturer, 
the first student question was 
“How do you write a hit?’’ Mer- 
cer screwed up his face and 
rubbed his chin. ‘Well, it’s real- 
ly quite simple,’’ he said. Levy 
tensed up—if the great Johnny 
Mercer attempted to give his 
students an answer to this one, 
things would be rough for him 
in the months ahead. 

‘You just take pencil and pa- 
per,”’ Mercer continued. ‘‘You 
start writing, and it kinda 
comes.’ Levy resumed normal 
breathing. 

Not all of Levy’s students are 
amateurs. In checking the regis- 
tration at the beginning of a term 
a couple of years ago, Levy 
spotted the names Richard Dehr 
and Frank Miller, who listed 
their occupations as housepaint- 
er and builder, respectively. Levy 
recognized them as the co-au- 
thors of the then current hit, 
‘Memories are Made of This.” 
Levy called them both up to his 
desk after class. ‘“You two have 
written a hit, so what are you 
doing here?’’ he inquired. Re- 
plied the two songwriters: ‘‘We 
want to find out how we did it.” 

The course has attracted would- 


be composers of popular songs FP 


as well as aspiring lyricists, 


which is why the class has been li 


able to produce a RCA-Victor al- 
bum with words and music.

lem is to “break down the | 
amateur’s genius for self-hyp- 
nosis and convince him that what 
he is writing is less than great.”’ 
He often resorts to verse to 
make his point. One student, in 
a bold bid for a compliment, 
penciled on her homework:”

Golf Tops ‘Meet the Press’

NEW YORK, May 9 (AP). 
JERRY BARBER, a little man 
with a mighty driver and an 
educated putter, not only van- 
quished a score or more of the 


nation’s top golfers yesterday, 
but the practically knocked 
Representative Chester Bowles 
off a network in the process. 


NBC had a special live tele- 
cast—scheduled for 60 minutes— 
of the final moments of the golf 
Tournament of Champions from 
Las Vegas. Part of the enter- 
tainment was to be the winner 
picking up his prize—1l0,000 sil- 
ver dollars. But too many play- 
ers studied their putts for too 
many minutes, and winner Bar- 
ber didn’t even drop his final 
putt until the hour was up. 


NBC had a decision to make. 
It could cut off the tournament 
prematurely, and absorb the 
complaints of viewers who had 
failed to see the end of the 
play. Or it could ignore ‘‘Meet 
the Press,” currently an un- 
sponsored public service show.

It decided—wisely, probably—in 
favor of the golf match. 


But as it turned out, the view- 
ers didn’t get to see the 10,000 
silver dollars or much of Bar- 
ber. The winner refused to take 
off either his cap or his dark 
glasses, which completely con- 
cealed his face. And he slapped 
down the hand of a tournament 
official who tried. 


NBC finally ended the show 
abruptly before the prize was 
awarded. But not before many 
minutes had been consumed 
plugging the. facilities of a Las 
Vegas hotel, thanking its owners 
and a national charity, 


Measwhile, back in a Wash- 
ington studio, ‘‘Meet the Press’’ 
was in full swing. Apparently, 
neither the panel nor the guest, 
Congressman Bowles, Democrat, 
of Connecticut, were aware no 
one was hearing them. The home 
viewers heard only a couple of 


answers before the program was | 
over. 


Anyway, golf is a tough game 
to televise live. Those taped and 
edited weekly golf shows are 
much more satisfactory viewing. 


When a student has com- 
pleted a lyric, Levy insists the 
author sing it to the class, 
with discussion to follow.

He’s also written more serious 
items such as the semi-religious 
ballad ‘Thanksgiving Song,” 
which was first introduced by 
comedian George Gobel on a net- 
work TV program. Peggy Lee 
and other top singing stars have 
recorded his songs. 

Some of the nation’s top song- 
writers, like Hoagy Carmichael, 
Sammy Fain, Johnny Green and 
Oscar Hammerstein II, often drop 
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by his evening classes out of 
sheer curiosity. One evening Car- 
michael sat at the piano, idly 
running through his tunes and 
occasionally pausing to comment 
on them. As he rippled off a 
few sentimental bars from ‘“‘Star- 
dust,’ he chuckled. ‘I just hap- 
pened to think—nostalgia is a 
very commercial thing.’’ 

Levy naturally encourages the 
glamour boys who write the na- 
tion’s hit songs to come to his 
class, but mainly his teaching 
methods are like any other writ- 
ing course, constant writing, 
writing and rewriting. 

Sometimes, Levy assigns the 
class to do original words to 
the tune of a current popular 
song. The results are often ap- 
palling, like the time he asked 
them to write lyrics to the tune 
of “I Love Paris’ under the 
title of ‘I Love Boston.” The 
choice of Boston was not just 
whimsy, Levy felt this offered 
the greatest challenge to his 
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student’s imagination. The Bos- 
ton Chamber of Commerce would 
have been mortified at the re- 
sults, and here’s one of the 
kinder efforts:

Soviet-American Crisis 


HYDE PARK, May 8. 

WE SEEM TO BE FACED AGAIN by a crisis, this time 
caused by the downing of an American plane by the Russians. 

The speech by Premier Nikita Khrushchev revealing this 
incident, and indicating that it might have been intentional 
on our part to endanger the outcome of the summit meeting, 
seems to reveal what is in his mind but certainly not what is 
in the minds of the American people. 


The American people are very anxious that some- 
thing be accomplished at this ‘month’s summit con- 
ference, if only enough that would lead to future 
meetings at which more would be gained in the 
interest of easing world tensions. 


I’m afraid that Mr. Khrushchev seized upon this incident 
only to cover up something that might be embarrassing to 
him at the present time.

Yet 
this spring nas taken us north, 
south and west through Missouri 
and as far east as Nashville, 


Tenn., Evansville, Ind., and Hen- 
derson, Ky. Wherever we have 
gone, it seems to us that the 
blossoming trees and wildflowers 
may have been as much as two 
weeks late, but more than made 
up for this in the profusio of 
their bloom, once they got 
started. 


_At Henderson on the Ohio 
river, where John James Audu- 
bon began his married life and 
hac many misfortunes in the way 
of business, we visited the beau- 
tiful state park and museum 
which are maintained in honor 
of the great ornithologist. The 
park is hilly but is of the deep 
losse scil that is generally wind- 
deposited. Great beeches and 
other trees reach to the sky: and 
on the forest floor we found car- 
pets of the little Blue-eyed Mary. 
This is called Johnny-jump-up in 
Indiana and has a_two-toned 
five-lobed flower in white and 
blue which actually looks quite 
a lot like out own Johnny-jump- 
up. This latter species, or at 
least the Missouri variety, was 
first described by the odd little 
botanist Rafinesque who knew 
Audubon and was a brilliant al- 
though strange fellow. 


Most of the other flowering 
species we found in Audubon 
Park are also common to our 
woodland, although some of 
them seemed to grow. larger 
and more luxuriant in the deep 
soils there. And the next day 
we had another interesting 
wildflower experience; this 
time finding our blossoms in a 
beautiful bit of woodland in 
the middle of a big college 
campus. This was at Southern 
Illinois University at Carbon- 
dale, where we had gone to 
talk to a convocation of nearly 
2000 students. 


This turned out to be a stimu- 
lating experience. Not only did 
we receive the concentrated at- 
tention of our audience, but many 
of them stayed afterward to 
talk and ask questions. Then in 
company with Dean Davis and 
Dr. Keeper of the agricultural 
school, we had a wonderful tour 
of the university which is in the 
midst of a big expansion pro- 


gram and where every step is

being planned for the 
ahead. 

A 40-acre lake for student 
recreation, set in the midst of a 
natural woodland and surround- 
ed by units of small dormitory 
and classroom buildings where 
students both live and attend 
general courses and seminars, 
was one of the things we liked. 
Another that seemed a great for- 
ward step was the gradual elimi- 
nation of automobiles from the 
entire university campus; a 
move that may conceivably teach 
at least a few young Americans 
to walk again. 


We also enjoyed tremendously 
an all-too-short visit to the agri- 
cultural college experimental 
farms where a group of family- 
sized operations are being car- 
ried on, entirely on a practical 
basis which should he possible 
for any southern Illinois farm 
family to duplicate—given some 
education, initiative and ade- 
quate financing. 

Soon after we came home, an- 
other trip took us to Van Buren, 
to talk to a district meeting of 
the Federated Women’s Clubs. 
By this time the dogwood in the 
southeastern Ozark counties was 
in full bloom and the redbud, 
which overlapped it longer than 
usual this year, was just fading. 
Along the highway shoulders, 

always in the poorest ground, 
great masses of birdsfoot violets

coum Were ist bloom. There were both 
_ the pale blue and the two-toned 


in blue and rich lavender, often 
covering areas of a half-acre or 
more. And: in old abandoned 
fields the wild verbena looked as 
if it were being cultivated. 


Here in our woods, along 
the limestone bluff and in the 
deeper soils beside Saline 
Creek, are all our old faith- 
fuls. There are beds of Jack- 
in-the-pulpit and green drag- 
on; those in the rocky places 
being quite pale and those in 
the rich soil growing 18 inches 
high with brown hoods and 
dark green leaves. Indian tur- 
nip is another name for Jack- 
in-the-pulpit, whose root was 
cooked and eaten by the 
Osage Indians. Tasted raw, 
the rootstock produces a burn- 
ing sensation that lasts for 
minutes; and getting a green 
youngster to bite into it 
was once a favorite trick of 
country boys. Today I’m not 
sure they know any more 
about the wild plants of wood- 
land and field than their city 
cousins, 


It isn’t often, after 17 years, 
that we find new wildflower 
species at Possom Trot. But 
this spring we’ve had two small 
triumphs. When we came here, 
there was only one tiny dog- 
wood on the farm, because of 
overgrazing but it survived and 
bloomed each spring. This year 
we discovered it has produced 
almost two dozen baby dogwoods 
which we will nurture with care. 
And within ten feet of where 
we found it in 1946—and where 
it shortly disappeared—we re- 
discovered this spring the little 
blue Jacob’s ladder or Greek 


valerian which Easterners, who |
